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Racing heritage 
plan faces delay

A LONG-awaited project 
to create a major tourist 
attraction linked to 
Newmarket’s horseracing 
industry is facing further 
delay. 

A deadline for the Home of 
Horseracing project is set to be 
put back by six months to allow 
more time to secure funding for 
the £10.9 million scheme. 

Forest Heath District Council 
which owns historic Palace House 
Stables and Palace House - the 
remaining part of King Charles II’s 
palace in Newmarket - had agreed 
to hand over the properties to the 
Home of Horseracing Trust next 
April - if funding for the project 
was assured. 

Now it has been revealed that 
the deadline is set to be put back 
to September 30. 

A recommendation to extend 
the deadline was made last month 
at a private meeting of the Home 
of Horseracing Working Group. 

It will be considered on Tuesday 
at a meeting of the council’s 
community services committee.

The working group heard last 
month that additional finance in 
form of an anonymous donation 
and cash from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund had not been 
confirmed which had forced a 
change in the deadline. 

In July, Peter Jensen, who 
chairs the Home of Horseracing 
Trust, said he was optimistic 
that the necessary cash could be 
found to meet the April 
deadline. 

At that time he said £5.5 
million of backing was assured 
but a further £3 million was 
needed to get the project under 
way. 

The scheme, which will 
include moving the National 
Horseracing Museum into part 
of Palace House Stables and 
returning retired racehorses to 
another part of the stable 
complex, has been under 
discussion for more than 10 
years. 

Forest Heath’s tourist 
information centre is due to 
move out of Palace House early 
next year to make way for the 
British Sporting Art Trust’s 
collection which is due to go on 
display there. 

An additional concern has 
been raised about the effect of 
VAT on financing the project - 
particularly with a rise due to 
take effect early next year.

Doubt voiced over private sector leisure idea 


A LEISURE trust chairman has said 
he is “very dubious” about moves to 
bring in private sector management 
to save money. 

Leisure centres and swimming 
pools in the Newmarket and 
Mildenhall areas have been run by 
Anglia Community Leisure for nearly 
three years. 

The trust was set up to run Forest 
Heath District Council’s leisure 
facilities in a previous cost-saving 


exercise. Links with neighbouring St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
could now see the possibility of a tie- 
up with Abbeycroft Leisure, which 
runs facilities in Bury St Edmunds 
and Haverhill. 

Simon Phelan, Forest Heath’s head 
of community services, told coun¬ 
cillors: “As part of our shared services, 
we are looking at revisiting how we 
manage our leisure centres. One of 
the options is going through the 


private sector.” 

But Richard Balfe, who chairs 
Anglia Community Leisure, said there 
were no plans for a direct merger 
with Abbeycroft or any other 
organisation. 

“You can never rule things out, but 
there’s nothing in the foreground and 
there’s no certainty that it would save 
any money at all.” 

He said there were already shared 
functions with the neighbouring 


council and he said he was “very 
dubious” that there would be savings 
from any reorganisation. 

“The important word in our title is 
‘community’,” he said. “All our 
trustees are drawn from the local 
community and use the facilities. 

“We would lose the ‘community’ if 
we joined a larger organisation. We 
could always do things more 
efficiently, but it’s not necessarily a 
function of size.” 
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Care home mix-up is 
living hell’ for elderly 


FRAIL pensioners are being “put 
through living hell” because of 
continual delays in moving them 
out of their care home. 

Residents at Keith Leonard House in 
Soham have been “living out of 
cardboard boxes” for weeks and now 
face having no telephone lines for more 
than a week. 

Sanctuary Housing, which manages 
the care home in Lode Close, is currently 
trying to move the residents into a new 
building in the town called Mill Brook 
House. 

Residents - the majority of whom are 
in their 80s and 90s - and their families 
were initially told the move would be on 
Monday, November 22. 

As a result, they packed all their 
belongings away in boxes. 

However, Sanctuary Housing bosses 
then delayed it until Sunday, November 
28 - giving no explanation to residents. 

But the move was then further delayed 
to Tuesday, December 7 - and again to 
Saturday, December 18 - the weekend 
before Christmas. 

One woman, whose ill mother lives at 
the care home, has described her fury to 
the Weekly News. 

She said: “Mum is so depressed and 
poorly. She suffers with asthma as it is

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and the stress and upheaval of all this is 
making her have asthma attacks most 
days. 

“But it’s not just her - all the residents, 
who are all frail and in their 80s and 90s, 
are being put through living hell. 

“They’re living out of cardboard boxes 
because they thought they were moving 
out weeks ago and Sanctuary Housing 
couldn’t care less. 

“Everyone’s walking around this blank 
building not knowing what to do with 
themselves and it’s playing on their 
minds. 

“This isn’t how vulnerable elderly 
people should be made to live - at least 
not without an explanation.” 

The woman, who did not want to be 
named, said her mother’s and other 
residents’ telephone lines were cut off on 
Tuesday, despite the move scheduled to 
take place 11 days later. 

She said: “Now mum can’t get in touch 
with me if she needs me until they finally 
move. 

“It’s absolutely horrendous. 

“She’s so worried and I know for a fact 
all the other residents are too - not to 
mention how distressed we are.” 


In December 2008, Sanctuary Housing 
was given planning permission to build 
Mill Brook House, a new care home to 
cater for 87 residents. 

Keith Leonard House will be 
demolished once the residents have 
been re-located and the new centre is 
completed. 

The woman said: “Usually at this time 
of the year they would be having 
Christmas carol singers visiting them 
and really getting into the festive spirit. 

“Christmas this year has been ruined 
for them and Sanctuary Housing should 
be ashamed of itself.” 

John Walsh, managing director at 
Bramall Construction, the main 
contractor at Keith Leonard House, said 
“We are aware that there have been 
some delays to the completion of phase 
one of the new extra care facility at Lode 
Close in Soham. 

“The adverse weather conditions over 
the last week have prevented us from 
completing some of the planned work to 
the scheme and have contributed to us 
being behind schedule. 

“Part of the work due to be completed 
over the last week was access ramps to 
the facility for emergency vehicles. 

“We did not feel it safe to move resi¬ 
dents into a facility with no emergency 
access and so have delayed their move. 


“We are working closely with 
Sanctuary and with the residents of 
Keith Leonard House to ensure that 
their move into their new facility goes 
as smoothly as possible. 

“Weather permitting, we hope to 
have residents moved into their new 
homes safely by mid December.” 

Manager at the scheme, Sylvia 
Chivers, said: “The safety and happiness 
of our residents is always the primary 
focus for me and my dedicated staff, 
and we have worked closely with the 
residents of Keith Leonard House 
throughout the year to keep them up to 
speed with progress on their soon-to-be 
brand new homes and ensure they 
remain happy with plans for the move. 

“Our residents have packed their 
ornaments and belongings ready for 
their move and their friends and 
families have been using the main 
scheme number while we transfer 
residents’ phones across. 

“We are obviously working closely 
with our on-site contractors to 
minimise any disruption and to also 
ensure our residents are settled into 
their new homes in time for Christmas.” 

Keith Leonard House currently has 32 
separate flats and sees staff providing 
care 24-hours a day

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Town Pastors ready 
for festive revellers 


VOLUNTEERS will help 
Christmas party 
revellers on the streets of 
Newmarket. 

The Town Pastors, from 
local churches, will be on the 
streets at busy weekends 
together with the SoS bus, 
which provides medical 
support and a refuge for 
people who have had too 
much to drink. 

Suffolk police have warned 
revellers to drink sensibly and 
avoid making themselves 
vulnerable. 

The warning is part of the 
force’s “12 themes of 
Christmas” campaign. 

Figures show that the 
number of violent crimes 
involving alcohol or drugs 
increases from the second 
weekend of December, 
coinciding with the Christmas 
party season, before reducing 
again in January. 

In December 2009, 214 
crimes involving serious 
violence in a public place were 
recorded in Suffolk and 125 of 
them were alcohol-related. 

In December 2008, a total of 
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186 crimes of this nature were 
recorded, with 116 of these 
being alcohol-related. 

But last Christmas there 
were fewer arrests compared 
to the previous year. 

Across the county there 
were 496 arrests for 574 
offences, compared to 513 
arrests for 603 offences in 
December 2008. 

The force has warned that it 
will increase “high visibility” 
patrols on weekends leading 
to Christmas and the New 
Year. 

The Town Pastors will play a 
role in tackling problems and 
previous figures have shown 
that the volunteers helped to 
avert violence by taking 
potential weapons, like glasses 
and bottles, from people in 
the street. 

Chief Supt Mark Cordell 
said: “Tackling alcohol-related 
crime is a priority for the force 
all year-round, but as the 
festive season approaches we 
are acutely aware that the

number of people out 
celebrating and drinking 
alcohol drastically increases, 
which can lead to a sharp 
increase in this type of crime. 

“Our officers will be 
increasing their high-visibility 
patrols in key town centre 
locations over the busy 
Christmas period and will be 
responding to incidents by 


issuing fixed penalty notices 
and making early intervention 
arrests to stop any violence or 
anti-social behaviour 
escalating. 

“Offenders run the risk of 
being arrested and spending 
time in police custody, 
potentially ruining Christmas 
for themselves, their victims 
and many others.” 



Drop in teenagers 
seeking drug help 

THE number of young people in the 
East of England seeking help to 
battle drug abuse has fallen, new 
figures reveal. 

Statistics from the National 
Treatment Agency for Substance 
Misuse (NTA) show under-18s 
asking for help for primary use of 
heroin and crack has more than 
halved over five years. 

Cocaine use as a primary drug has 
fallen by 43 per cent in the past two 
years. 

The number accessing services for 
primary use of Ecstasy fell by 79 per 
cent in two years and the number of 
under-18s receiving help has 
stabilised. 

Emma Pawson, regional NTA 
manager said: “For those teenagers 
who seek help, substance misuse is 
usually one of a range of problems 
causing difficulties in their life, which 
is why treatment services must work 
with partners in youth services.”

MPs called to account as 
expense claims published 


A SAT-nav, letterheads and 
website maintenance costs 
were among the things MPs in 
our region claimed on their 
expenses so far this year. 

What MPs spent between 
May and September was 
published yesterday as part of 
a tough new system by the 
Independent Parliamentary 
Standards Authority (IPSA). A 
total of £3.1 million was paid in 
the first three-and-a-half 
months after the May election. 

Information on every claim 
made by all MPs was released 
online after the expenses 
scandal rocked the country last 
year. 

Details of how some MPs 
exploited the system of 
parliamentary allowances to 
subsidise their lifestyles and 
multiple homes were revealed 
and included claims for moat 
clearing, swimming pool 
cleaning and even HobNob 
biscuits. 

Matthew Hancock, Tory MP 
for West Suffolk, spent more 
than £500 on advertising and 
nearly £1,900 on rent. 

His total of £7,784.03 also 
included a claim for a sat-nav 
costing nearly £160 and 
charges for letterheads and 
business cards. 

New Cambridge Lib Dem 
MP Julian Huppert recorded 
the lowest total claim in the 
region this year of £2,002.85. 

His biggest claim was just 
under £800 for the purchase of 
a Dell computer and monitor

for his Westminster office. 

Mr Huppert said: “I am 
pleased that we have openness 
and transparency on MPs’ 
expenses. It is only right that 
taxpayers should be able to see 
how public money is being 
spent.” 

Expenses for South 
Cambridgeshire Conservative 
MP Andrew Lansley totalled 
£2,577.13 while fellow Tory 
MP James Paice, South East 
Cambridgeshire, claimed 
£3,168.05. 

Both Mr Paice and Mr 
Lansley claimed more than 
£2,400 each for a 
parliamentary resources unit 
subscription, which is a non¬ 
profit service in Parliament that 
provides briefing, research and 


correspondence to 270 
Conservative MPs in support 
of their Parliamentary duties. 

The remainder of Mr Paice’s 
claims were made up of travel 
in his own car and train fares. 

Huntingdon’s Tory MP 
Jonathan Djanogly spent 
£3,805.54 with more than 
£1,200 spent on his website. 

Mr Djanogly said he highly 
values communications with 
his constituents, which was 
recognised recently when he 
was a finalist for the MP web 
awards. 

The majority - £2,408.75 - 
of North East Herts’ Tory MP 
Oliver Heald’s total expenses 
was also for his parliamentary 
resources unit subscription. 

The remainder of his total 
£2,813.31 claim was spent on 
travel in his own car, telephone 
rental and food and drink at 
Parliament. 

With expenses totalling more 
than £10,500 North East 
Cambridgeshire Conservative 
MP Stephen Barclay topped the 
regions’ results. 

He spent more than £4,000 
on a computer, scanner and 
other stationary purchases and 
£1,450 on rent. 

Saffron Walden 
Conservative MP Sir Alan 
Haselhurst claimed more than 
£120 for food and drink at 
Parliament and £681.15 in 
council tax. 

His total of £4,384.09 also 
included more than £2,300 in 
rent.

Open talks on 
housing plans 
are welcomed 


AN action group has 
welcomed a decision by 
councillors to have an 
open discussion about the 
appeal over plans for 1,200 
new homes.

Cllr Rona Burt, planning 
committee chairman, said: “New 
information has been submitted 
to the council and we will be 
opening a dialogue with Lord 
Derby's consultant on these 
technical issues. 

“It is right and proper that we 
do this. It is normal procedure 
and any agreed matters form 
part of the statement of common 
ground which officers will 
prepare in the usual way for the 
appeal.” 

The council refused per¬ 
mission for the Hatchfield Farm 
scheme in June - even though 
the site remains part of the 
council’s core strategy for 
development to 2031. 

Newmarket’s horseracing 
industry opposes the scheme 


and has launched a legal 
challenge to the core strategy 
which is due to be heard by the 
High Court before Christmas. 

Lord Derby said: “Since the 
rejection of my planning 
application I have been trying to 
find a compromise solution that 
works for all. 

“I quite understand why those 
parties with whom I have met are 
reluctant to discuss possible 
options until the High Court 
challenge is resolved. It therefore 
seems likely that discussions on 
a possible compromise scheme 
will not get under way until early 
next year. 

“That I have lodged this appeal 
must not detract from the fact 
that it remains my sincere wish 
that it will still be possible to 
work with the local community 
to produce a new scheme which 
has support from most sections 
of Newmarket.”

Agency warning on ‘silent killer’ 


RESIDENTS are being 
warned about the 
dangers of ‘the silent 
killer’ - the odourless gas 
carbon monoxide (CO). 

The Health Protection 
Agency (HPA) has provi¬ 
ded new guidance to 
environmental health 
officers at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) to help 
reduce the chances of CO 
poisoning when they 
carry out housing inspec¬ 
tions. 


Carbon monoxide is an 
odourless, colourless gas 
which can kill. 

Liz Knox, head of 
environmental services 
at ECDC, said: “CO 
causes the death of 
around 50 people each 
year in England and 
Wales and causes 
illnesses in a much larger 
number of people. 

“As environmental 
health officers, we have 
an important role to play 
in making sure people 


are safe within their 
homes. 

“This new guidance 
has been developed to try 
to give advice to 
occupants and landlords 
to prevent incidents and 
reduce the harm expo¬ 
sure can cause.” 

CO poisoning usually 
comes from the use of 
appliances such as 
heaters, boilers and 
cookers which are either 
faulty, incorrectly instal¬ 
led or have flues or chim¬ 


neys which are blocked. 

At low levels, symp¬ 
toms of CO poisoning 
often mimic other more 
common conditions such 
as flu or food poisoning, 
but at high levels, it can 
cause sudden collapse 
and death.

Gentry status 
beckons in 
lordship sale 


FOR just £9,000 you can 
avoid all the knee-bending 
in front of the Queen and 
get straight to a lordship. 

That’s the offer as the Lordship 
of the manor of Isleham goes up 
for sale. 

The unusual offering comes 
from the trustees of an ancestor 
of the Peyton family, Major 
Charles Peyton, who died 
recently. 

Although the title had been 
sold by the family in the 17th 
Century when they attempted to 
discharge their debts, it was 
bought up again by the major in 
the 1960s. 

Robert Smith, director of 
Manorial Auctions which is 
selling the title, said people 
would buy them for several 
reasons - from wanting to make 
money out of “ransom strips” to

the more romantic side of simply 
having links to an ancient name. 

Mr Smith said: “I knew the 
major and he was a good man, 
who was certainly more on the 
romantic side of things. When he 
got the title he was very much 
focused on the community.” 

He warned that people hoping 
to make money out of any title 
through using the small pieces of 
land that sometimes went with 
them was taking a gamble. 

So-called “ransom strips” 
would only be money-makers if 
someone wanted to do some¬ 
thing with the land associated 
with them. 

“Sometimes the titles have 
small bits of land which can 
make money for the title holder 
if someone wants access over it - 


but that is a real gamble and the 
warning is there is no manorial 
bonanza.” 

The documents to the title say 
the manor was held by William 
the Conqueror at the Domesday 
Survey when it paid “£10 assayed 
and weighed, £13 8s 4d in white 
silver for honey, corn, malt and 
other small customary dues.” 

It had been held by King 
Edward the Confessor at his 
death. 

The Lordship of Isleham, 
properly called Great Isleham, 
borders Fordham to the south, 
and to the west and north is next 
to Soham. 

The eastern boundary with 
Suffolk is marked by the River 
Lark.

Public calls for 
9% council cut 


NEARLY nine per cent 
should be trimmed 
from a council's budget 
- according to the 
results of a public 
consultation. 

But there were just 122 
responses to the six-week 
consultation carried out by 
Forest Heath District Council, 
which serves a population of 
more than 62,000. 

The biggest cuts were 
suggested in the council’s 
communications depart-

ment, where a 17.8 per cent 
reduction in spending was 
proposed. 

One of the main functions 
of the department is pro¬ 
ducing the council’s Forest 
Heath News magazine, which 
is distributed free four times a 
year. 

A majority of people who 
responded - 47 - called for a 
25 per cent cut in the 


communications budget. 

Overall, the consultation 
showed an average reduction 
of 8.77 per cent on a total 
budget of nearly £14 million. 

Other areas where cuts 
should be made, according to 
the consultation, were in the 
number of senior managers 
and their salaries, as well as 
general reductions in the 
number of council staff and a 
reduction in councillors’ 
allowances. 

An average cut of 15.3 per 
cent was called for in 
“member and democratic 


support services.” 

But the lowest reductions 
were suggested in waste and 
recycling services - 4.7 per 
cent, CCTV and crime 
reduction - 6.1 per cent and 
services for the homeless - 
6.1 per cent. 

The results of the 
consultation were due to be 
considered by the council’s 
corporate services committee 
yesterday, when councillors 
were due to be asked to 
decide how best to use the 
information in setting next 
year’s budget. 


Seven arrested in crackdown on illegal workers 


SEVEN men suspected of 
working illegally at a chain of 
Italian restaurants run by 
Marco Pierre White and 
Frankie Dettori have been 
arrested. 

Immigration officials raided 
the flagship branch of 
Frankie’s in Knightsbridge, 
central London, after a tip-off. 

They arrested and ques¬ 
tioned an Albanian man and 
two Ecuadorian men who now 
face deportation. 


A second raid, at Frankie’s 
Braganza in Chiswick, west 
London, led to the arrest of 
three Brazilian men and an 
Algerian. 

Bosses at the restaurant 
chain must prove they carried 
out legal checks or they could 
face a fine of up to £10,000 per 
illegal worker. 

Sharon Flannery, of UK 
Border Agency, said the men 
were suspected of using 
counterfeit documents to gain 


employment. 

She said: “These kinds of 
operations are being done 
every day by the UK Border 
Agency to combat imm¬ 
igration crime in London. 
More are planned in the 
coming weeks. 

“Where we find people who 
are in the UK illegally we will 
seek to remove them. Illegal 
working has a serious impact 
on communities, taking jobs 
from those who are genuinely 


allowed to work.” 

The first raid, in Yeoman’s 
Row, Knightsbridge, took place 
on November 25. The second, 
in Chiswick High Road, took 
place last Friday. 

The family-friendly Frankie’s 
chain was created by Marco 
Pierre White and Frankie 
Dettori and has branches in 
Stamford Bridge, Dubai and 
Dublin. 

No-one was available to 
comment at the restaurant.

Annual celebration: Christmas festivities as we know them started in the 
mid 19th century. 

Christmas 
caught on 
In 1850s 


IT’S almost impossible to 
imagine now, but at the 
beginning of the 19th 
century Christmas was 
hardly celebrated at all. 

Yet by the end of the century 
it had become Britain’s biggest 
annual celebration, and took 
on many of the traditions 
which we recognise today. 

Many attribute this change 
in attitude to Queen Victoria, 
and indeed her marriage to 
the Prince Albert did 
introduce many festive trends. 
In 1848 the Illustrated London 
News published a drawing of 
the royal family celebrating 
around a decorated Christmas 
tree, which was a tradition 
from his native Germany. 
Soon every home in Britain 
wanted its own tree, decorated 
with candles, sweets, fruit, 
homemade decorations and 
small gifts. 

In 1843 Henry Cole 
commissioned an artist to 
design a card for Christmas. 
The illustration showed a 
group of people around a 
dinner table and a Christmas 
message. At one shilling each, 
these were pricey for ordinary 
Victorians and were only 
available to wealthy families. 
However the sentiment caught 


on and many children - 
Queen Victoria’s included - 
were encouraged to make 
their own Christmas cards. In 
this age of industrialisation 
colour printing technology 
quickly became more 
advanced, causing the price of 
card production to drop 
significantly. 

Together with the 
introduction of the halfpenny 
postage rate, the Christmas 
card industry took off. By the 
1880s the sending of cards had 
become hugely popular, 
creating a lucrative industry 
that produced 11.5 million 
cards in 1880 alone. 

Another festive tradition 
began in 1848 when a British 
confectioner, Tom Smith, 
invented a bold new way to 
sell sweets. Inspired by a trip 
to Paris where he saw bon 
bons - sugared almonds 
wrapped in twists of paper - 
he came up with the idea of 
the Christmas cracker: a 
simple package filled with 
sweets that snapped when 
pulled apart. The sweets were 
replaced by small gifts and 
paper hats in the late Victorian 
period, and remain in this 
form as an essential part of a 
modern Christmas.

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Eating disorder caused my 
daughter to die at 35 stone 



“She made a mark on the world”: Deena Renyard wasn’t diagnosed with a rare genetic 
disorder until she was in her teens.

Born with a rare genetic disorder, Deena 
Renyard would stop at nothing to feed her 
insatiable hunger. Interview by ALICE RYAN 


P LAGUED by a 
gnawing, 
insatiable 

hunger - so powerful 
she'd rip doors from 
their hinges to get 
food - Deena 
Renyard’s entire life 
revolved around 
eating. 

Suffering from a rare 
genetic disorder, which 
left her permanently 
ravenous, her weight 
spiralled to a deadly 35 
stone; five years ago, her 
organs no longer able to 
take the strain, she died 
bed-bound in hospital. 
She was only 38. 

“Food was Deena’s 
main focus in life. The 
only thing I can compare 
it to is being a drug 
addict: if you took food 
away from her, it was like 
going cold turkey,” 
explains her mum, Rose 
Felloni. 

“She’d rip locked doors 
off their hinges to get to 
food. If you left anything 
in the fridge, forget it - all 
you’d find were empty 
packets. If you stood up 
to answer the door during 
dinner, you’d come back 
to an empty plate. 

“People with this 
disorder literally eat 
themselves to death. 
They’ll steal food, take it 
out of dustbins, off the 


floor... 

“It is a terrible 
affliction. And it’s made 
much worse by people’s 
ignorance: Deena was 
often treated like a freak; 
she suffered a lot of 
personal misery. 

“Yet she still had time 
for other people. She was 
a real character: not a day 
goes by when we don’t 
talk about her; she’s still 
with us, in a way.” 

Rose, who lives in 
Haverhill, is determined 
to raise awareness of the 
condition that blighted 
her daughter’s life: called 
Prader-Willi Syndrome, 
it’s a genetic disorder. 

Incredibly rare (it 
affects around one in 
every 20,000 births), it 
stems from a 
chromosomal 
abnormality which affects 
the area of die brain 
controlling appetite. 

“There is so much 
ignorance out there and 
Deena was often on the 
receiving end of it,” 
explains Rose, 64. “One of 
the worst was a van driver 
who pinched a disabled 
parking space from us, 
saying Deena was ‘so 


****ing fat she could do 
with the walk anyway’. 
People were always 
making cruel comments 
about her being fat, lazy, 
greedy... It beggars belief 
really, to think right- 
minded people could say 
things like that - but they 
do. 

“Fortunately, awareness 
is improving, and the 
future for children born 
with the condition today 
isn’t as bleak as it used to 
be.” 

Rose held a giant book 
sale over a recent 
weekend - several tonnes 
of books went on sale at 
Thurlow Village Hall over 
two days. 

She is keen to raise as 
much cash as possible for 
research into Prader-Willi, 
its causes and treatments. 
All the money raised will 
go towards funding the 
work of Professor Tony 
Holland at the University 
of Cambridge. Currently, 
there are few treatments 
and there is no known 
cure. 

Looking back, Rose says 
Deena showed symptoms 
of Prader-Willi from birth 
- though no doctor 


recognised them. Her 
body was floppy and she 
couldn’t suckle; in the 
end, Rose resorted to 
tipping milk into her 
mouth a teaspoon at a 
time. 

“I’m not the panicky 
type, so I wasn’t too 
worried,” remembers 
Rose, a mother-of-three. 
“Then, when she was 
eight days old, a midwife 
came round. She didn’t 
say anything, but next 
thing I knew there was a 
doctor on the doorstep 
saying ‘There’s a child 
dying in here’...” 

Rushed to 
Addenbrooke’s by 
ambulance, Deena spent 
the next eight days having 
test after test, all to no 
avail. “I was told then she 
would be a vegetable, that 
she’d never walk or talk,” 
continues Rose. “But 
every time I was told 
something was 
impossible, I did 
everything I could to 
make it happen.” 

Giving Deena physio at 
home, Rose helped her 
develop muscle tone and 
co-ordination. Although 
she was slow to walk, walk

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she did. And, very 
gradually, her speech 
developed too. 

By the age of 2, Deena’s 
appetite was already 
voracious, prompting Rose 
to take her to the GP. “I 
knew something was 
wrong. I was told I just had 
a greedy child and to 
watch her weight. But if 
you didn’t give her food, 
she would steal it. 

“We went backwards 
and forwards to the doctor 
for years, but nobody took 
me seriously. By the time 
she turned 16 she was 14 
or 15 stone and she was 
only little, only 4ft lOin tall. 
I thought ‘This is too 
stupid for words, I’m not 
taking this any more’ -1 
actually chained myself up 
in a hospital to get 
someone to take notice.” 

Eventually referred to a 
specialist, Deenawas 
admitted to hospital for 
tests. She stayed there for 
six months until, at long 
last, an American expert 
suggested testing for 
Prader-Willi - and the test 
came back positive. 

“At that time the 
prognosis was early teens. 
When they told me that, I 
hit the floor - she was 
already 16, you see. I spent 
about two days sobbing 
my heart out and then told 
myself‘Right, you’ve had 
your cry, it’s time to stop 
feeling sorry for yourself 
and get on and deal with it. 
At least we know what it is 
we’re dealing with now’.” 

With no medication 
available, Rose admits 
managing Deena’s 
condition - and policing 
her food intake - could be 
tough. “Behavioural 
problems are also part and 
parcel of the condition and 
she had the most 
spectacular temper 
tantrums. She locked Pete, 
her step-dad, out of the 
house more than once.” 

Learning difficulties are 
also associated with 


Prader-Willi. During her 
early years of education, 
Deena was in a special 
needs class within a 
mainstream school; for 
secondary education, she 
moved on to a special 
school. 

“Deenawas actually 
very bright,” adds Rose. 
“She could hold a good 
conversation and she was 
very political. And she 
certainly knew her own 
rights.” 

Rose - who has worked 
both as a lorry driver and 
in victim support in the 
past - was Deena’s main 
carer (though professional 
carers also helped). “She 
had a love/hate 
relationship with me. She 
hated me because I’d given 
birth to her; if I hadn’t, she 
wouldn’t have been the 
way she was. But if anyone 
said a word against me, 
she’d defend me to the 
end. 

“She had a lot of 
frustrations: she loved 
horse riding and 
swimming, but, as she got 
bigger, she had to give 
them both up. I made 
wedding dresses from 
home for a while, but I 
realised that was painful 
for her: she would have 
loved to have had a 
fairytale wedding, but she 
knew it could never 
happen... There were 
times when she would cry 
and say ‘Mum, I’m going to 
die’. 

“But she had a lot of 
time for other people too. 
She used to be a befriender 
to the elderly; she even 
used to offer to get Pete to 
mend things for them: 
once she brought home a 
pair of false teeth... ” 

A great animal lover, 
Deena always had pets. 
Among the most 
memorable was, laughs 
Rose, a hamster: when she 
found it lying lifeless in its 
cage, Deena thought it 
might just be a bit cold - 


and put it under the grill to 
warm it up. “I saw this 
orange glow coming up the 
stairs: it was Deena 
holding the grill pan, with a 
flaming hamster on it. She 
was so, so funny, but she 
hated people to laugh at 
her; that time I really had 
to bite my lip!” 

When Deena died, she 
was 35 stone; her knees 
alone measured 42 inches 
in diameter (equivalent to 
an average woman’s hips). 
Incredibly, she kept 
walking right up until her 
admission to hospital, 
despite crippling joint 
pain. 

Prone to bouts of both 
lymphedema (profound 
fluid retention) and 
cellulitis (a chronic 
inflammation of the skin, 
causing it to break out in 
sores), Rose visited Deena 
one morning and found 
her confined to bed and in 
complete agony. 

Even getting her to 
hospital proved a trial: 
there was no way Deena 
could get on a standard 
stretcher, let alone fit 
through the ambulance’s 
back door. In the end, Rose 
had to remove the seats 
from her own people- 
carrier (fitted with a tail-lift 
specially for Deena) and 
drive her to hospital 
herself. 

Deena spent the next 
five and a half months in 
West Suffolk Hospital. “She 
told me ‘Mum, I know I’m 
not coming out of here’,” 
says Rose. “It was very sad, 
but at least I was able to 
stay with her right till the 
end.” For the last two 
weeks, Rose stayed at her 
daughter’s bedside round 
the clock. 

“Deena didn’t ask to be 
born the way she was,” 
adds Rose. “Her back could 
have broken or her heart 
exploded any time, yet she 
never gave in: if someone 
said to her ‘You can’t 
possibly do that’, she’d 
damn well do it. 

“We travelled a long and 
often lonely road together, 
made even harder by 
people’s ignorance of her 
condition; at times, things 
became almost 
intolerable. But, Deena 
being Deena, she was 
more than capable of 
giving as good as she got. 
She was, in more ways 
than one, a larger than life 
character - and she 
certainly left her mark on 
this world.”

Developers to the rooftop ‘rescue’ 


A HOUSING developer has helped 
out Newmarket Community Fire 
Brigade by allowing fire crews to 
carry out rooftop training exercises 
at empty homes in the town which 
are set to be demolished. 

Lovell is building 27 new 
affordable homes for Flagship Kings’ 
Forest, part of the Flagship Housing 
Group, at Charles Close, Newmarket, 
in place of 20 existing properties in a 
£2.2m development. 

Firefighters based at the Willie 
Snaith Road fire station used some 
of the empty properties earmarked 
for demolition to practice some 
dramatic rescue procedures. 


The exercises included a 
simulated rooftop rescue where 
firefighters used roof ladders and 
harnesses to ‘save’ a person trapped 
on top of a house. 

Lovell regional director Simon 
Medler said: “It’s essential that 
firefighters have the chance to train 
in realistic conditions. When the fire 
brigade asked if they could use the 
empty homes we are going to be 
demolishing at Charles Close for 
these exercises, we were delighted 
to help out.” 

Newmarket Community Fire 
Station watch manager Terry Austin 
said: “The offer from Lovell to use 


Charles Close for this exercise gave 
all operational personnel based at 
Newmarket Community Fire Station 
the opportunity to carry out vital 
training using new equipment in 
realistic conditions. 

“In addition to simulating rescues 
at height, this type of exercise allows 
our firefighters to practice the 
procedures they would need to 
follow when fighting chimney fires at 
roof level, or removing roof tiles 
during an incident.” 

Lovell is also carrying out external 
refurbishments at seven properties 
as part of the project. Work is due to 
start early in the New Year.

Action plan to 
tackle poor 
school results 


COUNCILLORS are 
calling for action to 
tackle poor exam 
results at schools in the 
Newmarket and Mild- 
enhall areas. 

Results from schools in the 
Forest Heath district are 
below national and Suffolk 
county averages. 

Now members of the 
district council want to 
identify the causes and take 
action, in conjunction with 
county education chiefs, to 
address the problems. 

A report to the district 
council’s overview and 
scrutiny committee shows 
that schools are not 
achieving national and 
county average figures for 
pupils with five or more 
GCSEs between A* and C 
grades. 

Last year the Suffolk 
average was 48.7 per cent and 
the national average was 50.7

per cent. But just 36 per cent 
of students at Mildenhall 
College of Technology got five 
A*-C grades and the figure for 
Newmarket College was 43 
per cent. 

The figures were an 
improvement on the previous 
year, when the average for 
Mildenhall College was 32 
per cent and the average for 
Newmarket College was 35 
per cent. The national figure 
for 2008 was 47.6 per cent 
and the county figure was 
46.6 per cent. 

Those leaving school with 
no qualifications were 
slightly better than the 
county average with 13.7 per 
cent in Forest Heath 
compared to 13.2 per cent 
across the county. 

But only 16.5 per cent of 


the district’s population have 
a qualification higher than 
NVQ Level 4, compared to a 
county average of 21.5 per 
cent and national average of 
29 per cent. 

Nigel McCurdy, the district 
council’s strategic director 
(services), said, in a report to 
councillors: “The precise 
causes of this relatively poor 
level of attainment is unclear, 
but has substantial implic¬ 
ations for the economic 
viability of the district, both 
in the short and long term.” 

lane Bourne, a senior 
county education adviser, is 
due to address the committee 
which meets today. 

Cllr Roger Fern, from 
Ipswich Borough Council, 
wiR also tell the committee 
how a similar exercise has 
worked there. 

The committee is being 
asked to develop an action 
plan to help improve results. 


Cuts force specials to plug the gaps 


MORE than 140 special constables 
will plug the gaps in Cambridge¬ 
shire’s frontline policing as savage 
cuts loom. 

The force is bracing itself to 
slash £30 million from its £130 
million budget and has 
announced it is looking to 
increase the numbers of specials 
by a third. 

Cambridgeshire county coun¬ 
cillor Geoffrey Heathcock, former 
chairman of the Cambridge city 
local police consultative com¬ 
mittee, said: “There was absolutely 
no substitute for having a proper 
and effective complement of full¬ 


time officers. 

“If we are to see frontline 
officers cut, we will undoubtedly 
see a rise in crime and the 
vulnerable will be hit hardest.” 

Specialist “learning and dev¬ 
elopment” staff would help train 
the higher numbers of special 
constables (SCs) as they have 
more time available because of 
the recruitment freeze on regular 
police and police community 
support officers. 

A report to Cambridgeshire 
Police Authority said: “Clearly, 
should regular force recruitment 
recommence, training staff 


support to special constabulary 
recruitment would be scaled 
back.” 

The report said it cost £340,000 
to train, equip and cover the 
expenses of 170 SCs last year, but 
the volunteers provided 40,000 
hours of duty to the force. 
Government ministers said they 
want to “unlock potential” of spec¬ 
ials and would consider creating 
ranks of police reservists based on 
the Armed Forces model. 

The force plans a 33 per cent 
increase in 2011/12, with 144 new 
recruits by March 2012.

BOASTING an all-star cast and 
penned by William Monahan, the 
Oscar-winning screenwriter of 
Martin Scorsese’s crime thriller 
The Departed, London Boulevard 
has all the elements to make it a 
top-notch gangster movie. 

But if a Scorsese film’s the 
cinematic equivalent of an 
intricately crafted revolver, then 
this is simply a replica. It looks 
good on the surface and does 
what’s called of it, but offers 
nothing new or interesting to the 
genre. 

The climactic scene should 
surprise audiences but the journey 
to that point is a predictable one, 
with Monahan seemingly having 
checked off a ’must-do’ list for 
gritty London gangster movies - 
down to the gratuitous lap dancing 
shots. 

Reworked from a crime novel by 
Ken Bruen, itself a pastiche of 
Sunset Boulevard, it stars a 
’cockney-fied’ Colin Farrell as 
Mitchel, an ex-con who emerges 
from Pentonville Prison ready to 
make a fresh start. 

Lacking funds and a place to stay, 
it’s not long before he’s sucked 


back into London’s underbelly 
alongside his old mate, Billy (Ben 
Chaplin). But Mitchel’s success on 
the streets soon catches the eye of 
ruthless crime boss Gant (Ray 
Winstone). 

Seeing Mitchel as a potentially 
valuable asset, Gant extends a 
lucrative job offer to him - only for 
it to be rebuffed. 

“You don’t want me to be a 
gangster, nobody wants me to be 
a gangster ’cos I could not stop if I 
started. You’d be the first to die,” 
Mitchel tells Gant over dinner in 
one of the film’s most impressive 
scenes. 


As Mitchel is soon to discover to 
his cost, no-one turns down Gant 
and the final third of the film 
becomes increasingly vicious in a 
deadly game of cat and mouse. 

It’s to Farrell’s credit that he can 
chop and change between being a 
cold-hearted villain and a tender 
protector, looking out for his 
troubled sister (Anna Friel) and 
Charlotte, a reclusive actress 
played by an under-stretched Keira 
Knightley, who employs Mitchel to 
protect her from paparazzi. 

A relationship ensues but the love 
story never feels more than a sub¬ 
plot.

Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape.

DESIGNATED drivers 
will be offered a buy 
one, get one free deal 
on soft drinks in pubs 
as part of the 
Government’s 
Christmas anti-drink- 
drive campaign 
launched yesterday. 

The Government’s road 
safety campaign Think! 
has joined Coca-Cola to 
offer the drinks in more 
than 8,000 participating 
pubs. 

The offer is in addition 
to radio advertising, 
posters in pub toilets and 
online search activity in a 
campaign that will run 
until January 2. 

Launching the 

campaign, road safety 
minister Mike Penning 
said: “Drivers should be in 
no doubt that if they get 
behind the wheel after 
drinking this Christmas, 
they risk losing their 
licence as well as facing a 
fine and even a prison 
sentence. 

“Last year 380 people 
were killed in accidents 
where the driver was over 
the limit. That is why our 
message is clear: don’t 
drink and drive.” 

Chief Constable Mick 
Giannasi, head of roads 
policing with the 
Association of Chief Police 
Officers, said: “This year 
we are using information 
from the public to target 
those areas where drink¬ 
driving is a particular 


problem and so the 
chances of getting caught 
are greater than ever. 

“If the police stop a 
driver, and there is any 
suspicion that they have 
been drinking, then they 
will be asked to provide a 
breath test and drivers 
should be in no doubt that 
if they are found to be 
over the limit they will be 
brought before the courts. 

“Many drivers don’t 
realise that alcohol stays 
in the system for a 
number of hours, and that 
they could still be over the 
limit the next morning 
when driving to work or 
dropping the children off 
at school. That is why we 
are asking drivers to be 
safe, not sorry, this 
Christmas.” 

Coca-Cola Great Britain 
and Ireland manager Jon 
Woods said: “This 
Christmas we’re proud to 
be partnering with the 
Government’s Think! 
initiative to help raise 
awareness of responsible 
drinking.” 

As the campaign was 
launched, the AA released 
details of a poll of 18,251 
of its members which 
showed that the most 
popular excuse for 
drinking and driving is, 
“It’s only down the road”. 

The next most-heard 
excuse is, “I’ve had food so 
that will have soaked the 
alcohol up”. 

Other frequent excuses 
are: “It’s been a while 


since the last drink”, or 
“There won’t be any traffic 
around” or “I won’t get 
caught”. 

As many as 67 per cent 
of 18 to 24-year-olds had 
heard the “only down the 
road” excuse and 35 per 
cent the “I won’t get 
caught” response. 

The AA/Populus poll, 
released last week, 
revealed that more young 
drivers had heard excuses 
for drink-driving than 
older motorists. 

AA president Edmund 
King said: “There is no 
excuse for drink-driving. 
Drivers must accept 
responsibility and stop 
making excuses for drink¬ 
driving. A short journey or 
a low-perceived risk of 
being caught are not valid 
excuses for breaking the 
law and putting lives at 
risk. 

“The ‘it’s only down the 
road’ excuse can easily 
end up with a trip to the 
morgue. Our key message 
is, if you are going to 
drink, don’t drive, and if 
you are going to drive, 
don’t drink.” 

The AA has joined 
drinks company Pernod 
Ricard UK in a national 
Christmas anti-drink- 
drive campaign. 

Pernod Ricard UK’s 
chief executive Jean- 
Manuel Spriet said: “We 
all have a role to play in 
preventing drink-driving.”

OLIVER Jarvis has vowed to come out fighting 
next year in the German Touring Car 
Championship (DTM). 

For the second year in a row - in his third season 
in the competition - the Burwell driver (above) 
finished ninth in the overall standings. 

But in what was his first season in the current 
specification Audi A4 DTM touring car, he felt that 
it was only fractions that denied from the chance to 
get better results. 

“It has been a difficult year,” said 26-year-old 
Jarvis. “Getting a ‘current’ Audi for the first time I 
expected to improve on form from previous years 
and, having had such a good 2008 and 2009,1 really 
saw this as my opportunity to win races and fight 
for the championship. 


“But we had a change of tyre compound for 2010 
and that, combined with changing my A4 model, 
which has different handling characteristics, I 
struggled to adapt to both. 

“I steadily improved throughout the year and 
missed out on getting into the latter stages of 
qualifying, which is all important for posting a good 
race result. 

“I’m missing a fraction of a second, which is the 
difference of starting the race from the front two 
rows or from midfield, where the wrong type of 
action can often kick off at the start and destroys 
your race.” 

Jarvis cast his mind back to the race in Spain as 
the highlight of his campaign. 

“My high point of this season was at Valencia,” he 


said. “I was strong the whole weekend and 
should have qualified on pole, and not second 
fastest, and in the race we had extremely good pace, 
running second. 

“Ultimately, I missed out on a podium finish 
because of a fuel pump failure.” 

At the end of a long season, Jarvis is relishing the 
opportunity to analyse his performances this 
year, and come back stronger when the new 
campaign starts. 

And he also believes he will be in a better 
position, having had a year in the new car 
behind him. 

“I’m now looking forward to the winter, to reflect 
on the past season, study all of the data so that I can 
come back stronger next year,” he said.

French is 
Draised 
: or effort 

GEORGE French was commended 
for his efforts after putting up a 
brave fight in his second defeat to 
Wesley Clarke in an exhilarating 
bill-topper at Cambridge ABC’s 
show on Saturday. 

British Universities light- 
heavyweight champion Clarke had 
already got the better of his New 
Astley opponent at the end of last 
season. 

But despite another hard-fought 
clash, Clarke came out on top 
again on a unanimous decision at 
Cambridge Regional College. 

Both boxers had big followings in 
the hall, making for an intense 
atmosphere, and fortunately the 
bout lived up to expectations. 

Clarke caught French off balance 
with a stinging right jab, left hook 
combination in the first round and 
followed it up with some big blows, 
setting the blood running from the 
New Astley man’s nose with a 
driving right hook in the second. 

But French always had a 
puncher’s chance and caught 
Clarke with a few hefty blows just 
in case he thought he had it in the 
bag. 

The tempo slowed in the final 
round, but Clarke kept his nose in 
front throughout. 

And in a warm gesture following 
the bout, he raised French’s hand 
for the game battle he put up.

Harper keen to resume battle 



NEWMARKET’S itch to get back 
on the rugby field may have to 
wait to be scratched. 

Saturday’s London & South 
East Junior Vase clash with 
Norwich was postponed and 
came after they were handed a 
walkover for their scheduled cup 
game against Finchley the 
previous week. 

So it leaves their last appear¬ 
ance as the 20-8 defeat at 
Wisbech. 

But although that taste may 
still be in their mouths, it masks 
the fact that the match marked 
the loss of their 100 per cent 
record - in a London League 3NE 
division they were only 
promoted to this term. 

They have been something of a 
surprise package, sweeping all 
before them, and skipper 
Richard Harper said: “I knew we 
had a very good team but, going 
up another league, we half 
expected to take two or three 
defeats at this point. 

“We’re pleased at how we have 
adjusted to the league so far. 

“I would have thought we 
would do well, but not this well. 

“The jump up the leagues has 
not been as great as I thought it 
would be, but our play has 
improved, as has our fitness.” 

And Harper believes that has 
been one of the keys to their 
form. 

“It (the fitness) has got us out 
of a few holes already this year, 
particularly at Upminster when 
we were 17-5 down at half time, 
but in the second half we really 
took control (and won 20-17),” 
he said. 

“Our fitness has always been a 


strong suit. We’ve been run hard 
a lot on Tuesday nights, and 
the results have borne them¬ 
selves out.” 

Despite their results, 
Newmarket are still looking to up 
their levels of performance. 

“At times we try to force the 
play too much and make silly 


mistakes,” said Harper. “The 
performances have been steadily 
improving since the start of the 
season, apart from Wisbech. 

“We’re starting games better, 
which is the key thing. 

“We’ve always typically not 
been the fastest starters, but it’s 
coming along nicely, I think.”

Hicks steps 
up effort for 
Games spot 


BEN Hicks is primed for what 
could be a definitive year in 2011. 

The 25-year-old Newmarket rower 
has had a sterling 2010, winning 
medals at both the British Rowing 
Championships and the Common¬ 
wealth Rowing Championships. 

But, if he is to break into the Great 
Britain squad for the 2012 London 
Olympics, then what he does and 
achieves in the next 12 months will 
be crucial. 

In Glasgow, at the British 
championships, he claimed gold in 
the open single sculls. Then, in 
Monckton, Canada, Hicks won silver 
in the 2km single sculls, bronze in 
the 500m sprint doubles and gold in 
the 2km doubles. 

“I think, through experience, I 
knew I had to perform well, but I 
didn’t go into the year thinking I’m 
going to win everything, I try and 
stay as focussed on the water as 
possible,” he said. 

“Obviously, I’m over the moon 
with the results, but this was the 
way I needed to be, if I want to make 
the British squad again. 

“Being realistic, if I can continue 
to improve then there is every 
chance of me making the squad. 

“At the moment, I’m training 


twice a day alongside my job and 
then three times a day at the 
weekend. 

“Rowing takes up all of my life but 
it’s only a short amount of time in the 
grand scheme of things. Reaching 
the Olympics would be very tough 
but obviously a great reward for all 
the hard work I’m putting in.” 

To reach the Games would be 
some feat for Hicks, who only took 
up the sport two years ago. 

And if he does progress to the full 
GB team, it will be another example 
to show that talent identification 
schemes do work. Even Hicks 
admits to being surprised by how 
much he has developed in such a 
short space of time. 

“I swam for 16 years for clubs in 
Cambridge, Newmarket, Mildenhall 
and then Loughborough, where I 
went to university, but this was only 
at a reasonable level,” he said. “It 
was never as high as the standard I 
have reached in rowing. 

“I think my physiology is much 
better suited to rowing than 
swimming, with a higher intensity 
involved. The scheme (which was 
called Tall and Talented) was a stage 
on from ‘Sporting Giants’ and aimed 
to get guys over 6ft 3 in and girls over 


5ft lOin into rowing. This was 
because people of that size are the 
blueprint of many successful rowers 
that have gone before. 

“It was a questionnaire online, 
like a national advert, then after 
being accepted through the first 
stage there was a testing week and 
interviews in Nottingham. 

“Out of 4,000 applicants they took 
it down to 30 guys and 30 girls and a 
three-day test followed. 

“A final 20 were selected and I was 
lucky enough to be one of those 
chosen. I’d never set foot in a boat 
before and I think I lasted about five 
seconds in the boat before falling 
into the water on the first occasion.” 

But those days seem a long time 
ago now, and Hicks is putting every 
waking hour into chasing his rowing 
dream, which has had a knock-on 
affect with his work. 

“It has, but the company I work for 
in Cambridge have been very 
supportive, financially as well, 
providing me with sponsorship,” he 
said. “They have also been very 
flexible with my working hours, as I 
now only work 30 hours a week, 
which is essentially part time. 

“It’s very tough and you grind 
yourself into the ground.”
